application for the Examination are published for general in¬ 
formation :— 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (B) Gradc-VI, 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service-Grade 

n. 

(iii) Central Secretariat Clerical Service Lower Division 

Grade. 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service— 

Ijower Division Grade. 

(v) Posts of Lower Division Clerks in the President’s 
Secretariat. 

(vi) Posts of Lower Division Clerks in the Ministry of 
Parliamentary Affairs, New Delhi. 

Preference in respect of services/posls mentioned above 
will be invited by the Commission from the candidates at the 
time of submitting their applications. 

RESERVATION 

2. Reservation will be made for candidates who are ex- 
servicemen for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes, ORCs and for ‘Physically Handicapped’ 


(the deaf and Orthopaedioally handicapped persons only) 
person* in respeot of vacancies as may be fixed by the 
Government of India.

(v) Making Statements which are incorrect or false or 
Supressing material information, or 


Cvi) Resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature, for the examin¬ 
ation, or 

(vii) Writing irrelevant matters including obscene langu¬ 
age or pornographic matter in the script, or 

(viii) Using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(ix) Misbehaving in any other manner in the examination 
hall, or 

(x) Harrassing or doing bodily harm to the staff emp¬ 
loyed by the Commission for the conduct of their 
examination, or 

fxi) Violation of any of the instructions issued to candi¬ 
dates alongwi'.b their Admission Certificate permitting 
them to take the examination, or 

fxii) Taking away the Question Booklet/Answer Sheet/ 
Type-wriling scrip 1 from the examination hall, or 
passing it on to unauthorised person/persons during 
the conduct of the examination, or 

(xiii) Attempting to commit, or as the case may be, abett¬ 
ing Ihe Commission of all or nny of the .acts speci¬

NOTE : The question in all the four tests will be “objcc- 
tlve-Multiple-Choicc-Type". Candidates will be required . to 
qual.fy in each of the four tests separately. Ihe Commission 
will have fpll discretion to fix the minimum qualifying marks 
in each of the four tes.s. The questions in paper No. 1, 3, & 
4 will be set in English and Hindi. 

FART-H TYPEWRITING TEST : The typewriting Test will 
consist of one paper on Running Matter of 10 minutes dura¬ 
tion. 

2. Only those candidate, who qualify in all the four tests 
and a.tain at the written exrjnination a minimum standard, a* 
may be fixed by the Commission in their discretion, will be 
eligible to take the typewriting test, i.e. Part-II of the scheme 
of examination.

The test will include questions on analo¬ 
gies, similarities, and differences, space visualisation, problem 
solving, analysis, judgement, decision making, visual namory 
descrimination, observat on, relationship concepts, arithme leal 
reasoning, verbal and figure classification, arithmetical number 
series, non-verbal series etc. The test will also include ques¬ 
tion* designed lo test the Candida e’s abilities to deal with 
abstract ideas and symbols and their relationships, arithmeti¬ 
cal computations and other analytical functions.

2. English iMnguagc :—Questions in this test will be set to 
access the knowledge of English language, its vacabulery, 
grammar, sentence structure, synonyms, antonyms etc. There 
will also be a question on comprehension of a passage. 

'Numerical Aptitude : Questions will be designed to test 
the ability of arithmetical computation of whole numbers, 
dec : mals and functions and relationship between numbers. 
The quest ons would be based on arithmetical concepts and 
relationship be.ween numbers and not on complicated arith¬ 
metical computation. 

4. General Awareness : Questions will be designed to test 
the ability of the candidates general awareness of the envi¬ 
ronment around him and its application to society. Ques¬ 
tions will also be designed to test knowledge of current 
events and of such matler of every day observations and ex¬ 
perience in their scientific aspect as may be expected of an 
educated person and elementary knowledge of computers, 
The tes' will also include questions relating to India and its 
neighbouring countries especially pertaining to His'ory, Cul¬ 
ture, Geography, Economic scene, general polity and scienti¬ 
fic research.
